He's more 1l|-tavour'd 
than the Pi4ure of Vinter drawn by a Fellow that dawbs 
Sign-Poſts, more lowring than the laſt Day of Faruary. 
IT have ſeen a handſomer Mortal carv'd in Monumental 
Gingerbread, and woven in Hangings at Mortlock, It you 
have ever view'd that wooden Gentleman that peeps Our of 
a Country Barber's Window, you may fanſie ſome Re- 
ſemblance of him. His damn'd ſqueezing Cloſc-ſtool-Face 


can be liken'd ro nothing better than the Buzrocks of an ' 


old wrinkled Baboon, ſtraining upon an Hillock. The 
very Sight of him in a Morning would work with one 
beyond Falap and Rhubarb. A Dodtor (I'm told) once 
_ him ro one. of his Pariſhioners for a Purge : 

e wrought the Effect, avd gaye the Patient oqunecs 
Stools, 
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Stools. "Tis pity he is not drawn at the City Charges, 
and hung up in ſome publick Forica, as a Remedy againſt 
Coftiveneſs. | 

Indeed by his Hae you might rhink he had been em- 
ployed to that uſe : One would rake him for the Picture 
of Scoggin or Tarlcton on a Privy=bouſe Door, which by 
long ftanding there has contracted the Colour of the 
neighbouring Excrements. Reading lately how Gara+ 
gantua came into the World at his Mother's Ear, it put 
an unlucky Thought into my Head concerning him : L 
preſently tanfied thar he was voided, nor brought forth ;

thoſe thar have ſeen him with his Peruke off, ſay it may be 


diſcern'd behind. When he gapes, 'twould ftrerch the 
Dutcheſs of Cl—— to ſtraddle over: I had almoſt ſaid 'ris 
as wide as from Dover to Calice, Could he ſhut ir, the 
M/rinkles round about would repreſent the Form of the 


Seamens Compaſs, and ſhould he bluſter, *rwere a pretty 


Emblem of thoſe ſwelling Mouthes at the Corners of Maps, 
puffing out Storms.
